General Carranza, was the explana- 
tion made by President Wilson today 
of the latest phase of the Mexican 
situation. 


The president told callers that th«J 


desire of the commissioners to get 
further instructions from Washing- 
ton as well as orders from General 
villa himself had 
necessitated 
a 


postponement, but Mr. Wilson takes 
it for granted that the commission- 
ers will start in a few days. 


Asked whether in view of the new 


developments a change of policy waa 
intended by the United States, im- 
mediately, the president pointed out 
that a country of the size and power 
of the United States could afford t» 
wait just as long as it pleased; that 
nobody doubted its power and no- 
body doubted that Huerta was event- 
ually to retire; that there need be no 
hesitation in forming the judgment 
that what the United States wished 
to accomplish in Mexico would be ac- 
complished, but that those people 
who were in haste to have things 
done were forgetting that they would 
have to do them themselves, that 
they have to contribute brothers and 
sons and sweethearts to do it, if they 
wanted something done right away. 
If they were willing to wait, the 
president 
indicated 
such . a step 


might not be necessary. 


The president was referring, it 


was presumed, to speeches in con- 
gress demanding radical action of 
some kind, or 
armed 
intervention 


which he seemed to deplore. 


The White House view is that 


strictly speaking there is no right 
of international law by which the 
United States could insist on acting 
for 
Great 
Britain 
although 
the 


American 
government 
has 
been 


asked by the powers to use its good 
offices for the protection of foreign- 
ers. 
If, however, England should 


not ask the United States to pursue 
the matter into further 
complica- 


tions with Carranza. the American 
government would not feel obliged 
to go beyond an investigation of the 
facts through its own consular rep- 
resentatives. 


The next step, it would 
appear 


from the official viewpoint here, la 
some intimation from Great Britain 
as to how far she expects the United 
States to push the Benton case. On 
the other hand, there is every rea- 
son to believe that Carranza will bo 
expected in the near future to give 
the American government 
further 


assurances that all foreigners, 
rr- 


cardless of whether their 
govern- 


ments have recognized Huerta 
or 


not. will be safe in northern Mexico.

We are moving so fast in scientific

These two looked 
at me with that mute appeal a doctor 
is so often obliged to meet. 


As I drew near the bed the girl with 


the Invalid pulled down the bedclothes, 
and I saw at once from blood stains 
and. temporary bandages that my pa- 
tient bad been wounded. I was not a 
surgeon, but felt obliged to perform a 
surgeon's part I examined tbe wound 
and saw that it was near the heart, so 
near that « wondered that the wound- 
ed woman lived. There was nothing 
tbat I could do for her except bind up 
the wound in a more professional man- 
ner and await results. 


Presently I saw her gasp, and be- 


tween gasps she said to tbe man be- 
side her:

I asked 
If any of tbe family bad beard a wag- 
on stop before the bouse daring the 
night bat no one bad heard any such 
sound. This Induced me to maintain 
a reserve about my visit 
Presently 


T ventured to ask who lived in the 
house with pillars and was told tbat 
no one lived there. It bad been un- 
occupied for many years.

tenant bad vacated some thirty ywirs 
before. 
I asked if anything peculiar 


bad taken place there, but no one bad 
bfsrd of anything unusual. But be- 
fore returning to tbe city I beard 
from a very old resident of tbe nation 
there was a legend tfcat long before 
the Revolution a murder bad been 
committed there.

"The principal reason for this situa- 


tion." remarked a mail who had ob- 
served the house for many years. "In 
that the membership of the house has 
been increased to such an extent that , 
it is unwieldy. The larger the mem- 
bership the less opportunity for indi- 
viduality. 
Then the construction of 


the house office building with a sepa- 
rate office for every member makes his 
room more attractive than listening to 
tbe dull discussion of small matters 
considered in tbe house."

"Yes.'' assented Volstead, "and tak 


ing out tbe desks, leaving tbe meui 
bers no place to work, has contribute'l 
to the present condition. Most of the 
business of the house is now conduct- , 
ed in the committees, and the large ma- 
jority of the members have nothing to 
do with it."

Little Chance For Change 
; 


There is little hope that the condi- 


tion in the house of representatives 
will be changed. It is always easier to 
increase the membership than to cut it 
down. Although a large majority of , 
the members of tbe bouse actually be- 
lieve that a membership of 300 •would 
be better than the present membership 
of 435. any move in that direction is j 
almost sure to be defeated. In tbe first. 
place, it would mean that 135 members i 
would lose their seats. The self pres- j 
ervation idea would come in. and .1 
large majority of the members would j 
rather be members of the house, draw- 
ing $7.500 ;i year and the perquisites, 
even if they have no part in tbe pro- 
ceedings, than see any reform in the 
house.

for his district and refused. 
"And I

old saying that considering his oppor- 
tunities, he marvels at his modera- 
tion." 


"Well said," was the comment of 


Mann.

First Things 


Tl\e first experience on a large 


scale of smoothing water by means of 
oil was made at Peterhead, England, 
by Mr. Shields, thirty-two years ago 
today. 
A force pump with 1,200 


feet of lead and iron pipe was used 
to throw the oil upon the waves at 
the harbor's mouth. Although the 
sea was running high, it became 
smooth as soon as the pump began 
to "pour oil upon the troubled wa- 
ters." On many occasions since 
then vessels in danger at sea have 
used oil to smooth the waves, with 
great success. 
The most recent ex- 


ample of the efficacy of oil in still- 
ing the billows was afforded when 
the Uranian liner Volturno burned 
in mid-ocean last October. 
When 


the rescue ships, summoned by wire- 
less, first arrived at the scene of 
disaster, the waves were so high 
that it was impossible to approach 
the burning vessel. The arrival of 
a tank steamer, 
which 
turned a 


flood of oil upon the sea, made the 
work of rescue comparatively easy, 
for the billows, 
which 
had been 


mountainous, were reduced to mere 
ripplec.

There are many hungry hearts in the 


world. Many whose bodies are well 
nourished have famished hearts, which 
cry out for love and sympathy. He 
who reads the hearts, who knows what 
is in them, has prepared this feast 
which will surely satisfy every legiti- 
mate, righteous desire. Those who al- 
ready are the Lord's people, and who 
have already feasted at the bountiful 
table spread for the Church, can ap- 
proximate to. some extent the bounty 
that will be spread before the world 
In this great feast foretold through 
tbe Prophet in our text There will 
be several differences, however, be- 
tween our present feast and that for 
the world. 


The present feast is merely a feast 


of promises which must be partaken 
of by the exercise of faith. The feast 
described in our text will be a very 
actual one Tbe realities of tbe bless- 
ing 
of Restitution — of health, of 


strength, mental, moral, and physical- 
will there be bountifully supplied, to 
be partaken of freely by all who ap- 
preciate them. 


Again, the present feast is a spiritual 


one. relating to a Heavenly Kingdom 
glory and honor—things not seen as 
yet except by the eye of faith. To 
tbe contrary, the feast for the world, 
referred to in our text, will consist of 
earthly bounties and blessings, most 
tangible in kind as well as excellent in 
quality. All that was lost in Adam 
will be tendered to such as will accept 
the mercy. 


The Prophet in attempting to de- 


scribe tbe bounties of that feast uses 
highly symbolical terms, and describes 
It as a "feast of fat things, full of mar- 
row, of wines on tbe lees, well refined." 
Assuredly no language that we could 
nse orald fully aud properly set fort* 
tbe riches of God's grace provided for 
the world of mankind under the minis- 
tration of His Kingdom. Tbe earth 
•hall yield her increase, streams sbalt 
break forth in tbe deserts, tbe wilder- 
ness shall blossom as the rose, the soli 
tary place be made glad.—Isaiah 35. 


The Destructive Work. 


The Lord, after describing through 


the \ iopbet the feast of blessings and 
refreshment*, portrays the destruction 
of things injurious to mankind, saying. 


cease. None shall die HUMI (.xwpt for 
wilful sin. How glonous a time that 
will be! All of our soiiows are more 
or less Intimately asso< la ted with the 
reign of Sin and Death 
How we may 


well rejoice in the Now Dispensation 
which Divine Wisdom has planned, and 
which Divine Love will execute, for 
the release of our race from the dying 
process, permitting them to return to 
the liberty of ttte sons of God—free- 
dom from death, freedom from sin! 


But even this is not enough! The 


Lord purposes not ineiely to restrain 
the power of death, so that it shall 
cease swallowing up our race, but ad- 
ditionally to "swallow up Death in 
victory." Tbe tomb, which figuratively 
has engorged Itself with twenty thou- 
sand millions, will be forced to dis- 
gorge, to, release its victims. "All that 
are in the graves shall hear the voice 
of the Son of God and shall come 
forth." The saintly few, whose faith- 
fulness God has already tested, will 
come forth to the perfection of life 
The unsaintly masses, the majority of 
whom have never known God truly, 
will come forth to a resurrection, by 
trial, by judgment, by discipline. Death 
Itself shall be destroj ed. 


St. Paul quotes fiom the Prophet 


Hosea, saying, "O Death, where is thy 
sting? 
O Grave, where is thy vic- 


tory?" He does not quote this as ap- 
plicable now; for Sin aud Death still 
have their victory in the world. Mil- 
lions are still slaves of Sin, and bil- 
lions are still bound by the power of 
the tomb. St. Paul aud the Prophet 
still point down to the jrlorious Millen- 
nial Kingdom (following the resurrec- 
tion change of tbe Church), when all 
shall be brought to a knowledge of the 
Truth, and when all that are in the 
prison-house of Death shall come forth, 
because Jesus has redeemed every 
member of our race from the power 
of the tomb. 


"Wipe All Tears Away." 


We remember our lledeemer's tender 


words, "Come unto Me, all ye who la- 
bor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest." 
(Matthew 11:28.) 


Those who have accepted His gracious 
invitation, and obtained from Him the 
rest of faith, have found that it has 
meant the cancellation of their troubles 
in a large degree.

that God Himself will wipe away the

beautiful an<l 


forceful suggestion of how the Power 
of the Highest is shortly to be em- 
ployed, not in the eternal torment o" 
the world, but in its blessing, its uplift- 
ing. and the removal of its sorrows. 


When we remember that there are no 


tears in Heaven, and that the joys of 
that blessed state are because of it« 
sinlessness. our hearts overflow with 
thanksgiving as «e catch, in the poo-tic 
thought, the asMiiance that nil sin. and 
all sorrow as the result of sin. and a' 
tears and mark1' of sorrow, will forev- 
er pass away in that happy time 


Let no one imajntie that this •signi- 


fies universal s.ihation. Other Scrip- 
tures show us that universal opportu- 
nity for salvation vv ill be accorded, but
